LIFETIME OF SHORTHORNS

| Bhenae! farmers and ranchers were not surprised to hear that Jack Deason, 
Fort Cobb, was recently elected to the American Shorthorn Association 
board of directors. 


Deason, named “Mr. Livestock of Oklahoma” at the 1964 Tulsa State Fair, 
raises registered Shorthorn cattle on his diversified farm and ranch in Caddo 
county in southwestern Oklahoma. 


The rancher, 41, is a firm believer that a person, whatever his abilities and 
accomplishments, should do what he likes to do and do it well, and Deason 
likes farming and ranching. 


His philosophy goes back to his youth when he decided to pursue a career 
in agriculture. So do his many accomplishments. 


His father, O. H. Deason, came to Caddo County from Arkansas after World 
War I, settling in the flats now known as the old Foster community. The old 
Foster school, where Jack attended grade school, still stands near the Deason 
home. 


During those early years, livestock for the most part were grade cows, “with 
a lot of Shorthorn in them for Dad always used registered Shorthorn bulls,” 
Jack explained. The move to registered Shorthorns came in 1933, when Jack was 
10 and in his first year of 4-H Club work. Four registered Shorthorn heifers were 
bought to start the club projects. 


Deason’s outstanding work and leadership in FFA led him to become the 
youngest man ever to win the State Master Farmer award. He achieved this 
goal when he was 16. His continued endeavors in FFA were highlighted when 
he was named Star Farmer of Oklahoma, Kansas, and Missouri. 


Following graduation from Fort Cobb high school in 1940, Deason attended 
Oklahoma A. and M. college, majoring in agronomy. After two years he married 
and returned home to engage with his father, O. H., in his farming operations. 


This father-son partnership has grown into what is now widely known as Grand- 
view Ranch. 
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He used his own experience and knowledge, coupled with that gained at 
Oklahoma A. and M., to teach agriculture to veterans of World War Il. He 
taught veterans at Binger from 1946-48. 

During this transition period Deason had remained conscious of improving 
his Shorthorns. 

His success was evident in 1947, when Claude Milwee of Fort Cobb showed 
the grand champion steer at the International Livestock Show in Chicago. The 
steer, named “Big Boy” was bred in the Deason herd and was sired by a Mercury 
Aspiration bull. This was an unusual feat for a herd that had been established 
only 10 years. 

Jack and his wife, Maye, have three children: Mervin 21, David 16, and Jackie 
11. Each member of the family has become well known in livestock circles 
throughout the nation. 

Mervin, a senior at Oklahoma State University majoring in animal science, 
served as president of the Oklahoma Junior Shorthorn Club in 1964. 

David exhibited a Deason-bred steer to the grand championship in the FFA 
show at the American Royal Livestock Show in 1964. 

Mrs. Deason and daughter, Jackie, have been active in the Shorthorn Lassies 
and Jackie has begun to exhibit in the state shows. 

Deason and his father maintain 200 head of registered Shorthorns on a 
partnership basis. Jack farms some 500 acres of small grain, milo, alfalfa, cotton, 
and peanuts. Their farm and ranch contains 1300 acres with Jack crop-renting 
the farm land from his father. 

The use of two irrigation wells with a total capacity of 800 gallons per 
minute adds a great deal to the productivity of the farm’s cash crops. 

In addition to farming and breeding Shorthorns, Deason exhibited a string 
of cattle from 1948 to 1952. 

He and his son Mervin resumed showing last fall. They exhibited six blues at 
the Oklahoma State Fair and nine blues at the Tulsa State Fair as well as the 
grand champion female at both shows. They won more purples and blues at 
these Oklahoma shows than any other exhibitcr. 

Deason is not only-a breeder of good cattle but knows good cattle when> 
he sees them. He judged the Shorthorn show at the Houston Fat Stock Show and 
the Shorthorn show at the Kansas State Fair in September. 

Deason’s success has come from no small amount of work. To him, a suc- 
cessful man is one who has a goal, works hard to achieve it and then sets~ 
another even higher goal.

In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder, notice shall 
be given to the seller within six months of date of purchase, or by the 
time the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are 
guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by 
a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving 
to be in calf must be reported to the seller within three months after date 
of sale. Females over 14 months of age sold open, not settling within six 
months after date of sale, shall be promptly reported to the seller. Cows 
with calves at foot even though bred are not given any guarantee. 


When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller has the 
option of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfaction of the 
purchaser, or of having the animal returned for a trial for a period not to 
exceed six months. The expense of freight in such case is to be paid by the 
seller.
